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PREFACE 


By the time the volumes of ihc Tamil Lexicon were finished, there were 
about 20,000 words collected too late for inclusion in their respective places in the 
Lexicon, d'his collection consisted of (a) words occurring- in works, both ancient and 
modern, published after the relative pages of the Lexicon were printed; (b) words 
gathered in the course of editing the later volumes of the Lexicon; and (c) words 
collected and sent by the Honorary Referees from time to time. Words were also 
collected by the staff, after the publication of the Supplement was decided upon. 

The work of editing these words was begun in January, 1937. The progress 
of the publication is shown hereunder.

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PREFATORY NOTE 


The plan adopted in the preparation of the Supplement 
follows, in the main, that of the Tamil Lexicon. The follow- 
ing points, however, have to be noted: 

(i) The index numbers of the homonyms are given in 
a fresh series independent of such numbers in the main 
lexicon. 

(ti) Where words are repeated for the sake of addi- 
tional meanings, only their derivations are given but not their 
cognates. 

(lii) Index numbers are omitted in the derivations. 

(iv) Where fuller definitions arc available in the main 
volumes under particular words, those words are given as 
meanings instead of repeating the definitions. 

(v) Cross references, like See are con- 

fined to words in the supplement.
